M Oscow, Friday.—Extending to 
the Far North its bid to 
shatter the German — for spring 
campaigning, the d Army has 
struck at the reag of the Austrian 
troops on the Murmansk front. 

Soviet troops landing from warships 
have launched a surprise attack on 
forces which. for several months before 
winter darkness fell strove to push 
eastward against the Russian base, 
into which. Allied supplies are flowing 
in a steady stream, Land, sea and air 
forces are co-operating in the opera- 
tion, which, according to Moscow 
Radio reports quoted by Stockholm, 
threw the Germans into ‘‘ great con- 
fusion.”’ : 

On the Smolensk front, General 
Zhukov's troops, closing on the long 
arrow neck upon which Vyazma 
depends for supplies, and daily tighten- 
ing the ring round Rzhev, have 
captured ten more strategically-sited 
villages in the last few days. 

Under orders to hold on at all costs 
to key positions, German reserve units 
are being flung into desperate counter- 
attacks. which ‘are involving them in 
heavy losses: So far, however, they 
have failed to check the impetus of the 
Russian troops, who are fortifying each 
point as they occupy it, and then fight- 
ing their way forward. 

The German High Command is re- 
doubling its efforts to break through 
the Soviet ring about the 16th Army 
at Staraya Russa. General Kurochkin 
is hitting the encircled troops from 
north and south, and all German 
attempts to pierce the Soviet line with 
reserves from’ bases far back in the 
rear have failed. 

MOSCOW, Friday.—In a sector of 
the Southern front, where Soviet 
troops have been pushing ahead for 
some days, they have just captured a 
large populated point by an out-flank- 
ing manceuvre. A street battle took 
place for this point, which was sur- 
rounded by anti-tank, anti-infantry de- 
fences and minefield.— (Reuter. ) 

MOSCOW, Friday. — All populated 
points on the outer ring of the 16th 
German Army at Staraya Russa have 
been blocked, and the best German 
positions in each of these villages have 
been ‘brought under the range of 
Soviet fire, so that the garrisons can 
be used only defensively and not 
offensively, says a front-line despatch 
received in Moscow to-night. The 
systematic wiping out of the German 
centres of resistance continues. In one 
battle in which German communica- 
tions were cut the Germans lost 1,500 
men.—(Reuter.) 


ROOSEVELT’S ORDER 

WASHINGTON, Friday. — The 
White House has disclosed that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had ordered first 
priority on shipments of war supplies 
to Russia, and had told the War Pro- 
duction Board and the Army and Navy 
to release suth supplies as soon as 
possible, 

In a letter to Rear Admiral Emory, 
Land Director of War Shipping, the 
President said that he had found ‘ our 

rotocol shipments to Russia still far 
ehind,” and that he wished “to 
emphasise again to you that the mean- 
ing of the Russian protocol shall have 
first priority in shipping.”” At the 
same time, the President told Mr. 
Donald Nelson, War Production Chief, 
that he wished all material promised 
to Russia under her protocol agree- 
ment with America to be released for 
shipment at the earliest possible date. 
Similar instructions had been given to 
the Army and Navy.—(Associated 
Press. ) 
MOSCOW, Friday.—The Soviet com- 
muniqué says:—‘‘ During March 27 
there were no important changes at 
the front. On March 26 fifteen enemy 
‘planes were shot down. Our losses 
were nine planes. On March 27 two 
German ‘planes were shot down near 
Moscow.”’— (Reuter.) 

MOSCOW, Saturday.—A German 
raid on Moscow last night was re- 
ported in a broadcast over Moscow 
Radio. Anti-aircraft guns were in 
action.—(Associated . Press.) 


SLIGO ATTEMPTED MURDER 
CHARGE 


Joseph McSharry (32), Sligo Mental 
Hospital attendant, was returned for 
trial to the Central Criminal Court yes- 
terday for attempting to murder 
Edward Gallagher (52), Springfield, 
Sligo, a fellow attendant, on 25th 
February District Justice 
Flattery. 

The District Justice allowed the 
prisoner out in his own bail of £500, 
the money to be first lodged in court, 
and two sureties of £250 each, to be 
approved of by the Guards. He made a 
further condition that the accused man 
was not to leave his home in Kinlough, 
Co. Leitrim, for a distance more than 
five miles without notifying the local 
Gardai. 

Evidence was given that a broken 
cuff link found at the scene of the 
assault was identical with one worn 
by the prisoner; that McSharry had 
been fined by the acting R.M.N. for 
insubordination, following a complaint 
from Gallagher, the injured man; that 
Mrs. Gallagher heard her husband 
shouting: ‘I’m a killing; I’m a mur- 
dering,’’ and she ran out and tried to 
grab a man, who turned and ran away, 
and whom she recognised as McSharry ; 
the finding in McSharry’s house of a 
blood-stained shirt, with part of a 
sleeve missing, the missing part being 
found outside the house. 


PETROL RESTRICTION HITS 
TIMBER TRADE 


The new petrol and oil restriction 
would have a paralysing effect on 
timber production if put fully into 
effect, said Mr. R. G. H. Russell, 
President of the Native Timber Mer- 
chants’ Federation, at a meeting of 
representatives of the timber trade in 
Dublin yesterday. Timber could not 
be bought if there were no petrol for 
inspection cars, and without lorries 
and tractors timber could not be ex- 
tracted from the forests or taken to 
the mills.

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HOARDERS 
HOLDING UP 
THE GOODS 


By a SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
OODS that never reach the con- 
sumer are a contributory 
cause of shortages in Eire, a cause 
that is largely ignored. In many 
cases goods are bought: for hoarding 
in anticipation of: rises in prices, 
and in such cases they do not pass 
from hand to hand very frequently. 

But there are other classes of goods 
so eagerly sought by dealers that one 
buyer no sooner has obtained a con- 
signment than another offers him an 
attractive price for it. A third buyer 
buys from the second, and a fourth 
from the third, each of the buyers 
holding the goods for some time. The 
price continues to rise as the shortage 
becomes more acute for the consumer, 
and still the goods do not go on the 
market. 

An extreme instance of this was the 
case in which a young man speculated 
in a certain class of timber during the 
last war. He got more than he thought 
he had bought, and had to hold it for 
a time before paying for it. At the 
end of that time he was offered for it 
twice what it had cost him, and he 
sold. Subsequently the timber moved 
from buyer to buyer, and then 
the price went down in the post-war 
slump. The same timber is at. present 
in store in Dublin, in perfect condition, 
and its price is now more than five 
times what the young man (now 
middle-aged) paid for it. 


BRITISH GUNBOATS IN 
ACTION 


A British Admiralty communiqué 
yesterday stated :—'' Early this morn- 
ing three of our motor gun-boats, 
under the command of Lieut. J. D. 
Maitland, encountered a German armed 
trawler in the North Sea. The motor 
gun-boats at once engaged, and the 
enemy armed trawler was left in flames 
and sinking. Our motor gun-boats 
suffered no- casualties or damage.”’ 

This is the second time in just over 
a week that motor, gun-boats—a secret 
type of naval craft—have been men- 
tioned in an Admiralty communiqué. 
Motor gun-boats carry a _ shell-firing 
gun. Motor torpedo boats use tor- 
pedoes, and motor launches’ use 
machine-guns.—(Press Association. ) 


FRENCH WERE TAKEN 
BY SURPRISE 


VICHY, Friday.—An admission that 
the German Panzer divisions launched 
their main blow in May, 1940, at. a 
point where the French High Command 
had not expected they would attack 
was made by General Etcheberrigaray 
at the Riom trial. The General was 
Commander of the 5th French Division 
at the time of the German invasion. 

“The onslaught of the German 
armoured units on May 13 and 14 could 
not be held,” he said. ‘‘ We received 
the full shock of the attack where we 
did not expect it. Our troops at this 
point were without a system of anti- 
tank defences, but I van say ‘that they 
conducted themselves quite honour- 
ably.’’ 

He confirmed that in the bend of the 
Meuse where the German break-through 
occurred there were only three reserve 
divisions, and no first line troops. 

When the President of the Court 
said it would be necessary to examine 
the commanders who were responsible 
for placing reserve divisions in this 
sector M. Daladier interposed: ‘ Yes, 
for that is one of the main reasons for 
the turn events took in this war.”—

SOARING 


S ECONDHAND bicycles are being 

sold in Dublin at prices ranging 
from £5 to £15. Old cranks, 
sprockc : and rusty wheels are. 
being haggled over in the back 
rooms of secondhand stores. 

Are bicycles to be -had? Five 
Dublin cycle merchants said yesterday 
that they would have none in stoc 
until expected consignments reached 
them some: time in April, but had so 
many orders on hand that they ‘could 
not promise delivery even then. A 
sixth store offered a‘ gentleman's new 
model for £10; a lady’s secondhand for 
£12. 

Empty cycle stores have panicked 
prospective buyers into a rush on 
secondhand models. In a room in the 
north city an Jrish Times reporter last 
night—in the face of five po ate people 
who were waving £10 in notes before 
the seller—paid £10 5s. Od. for a 
decrepit light-weight machine. Carry- 
ing his prize downstairs over his 
shoulder, he heard: “: That's not fair, 
Mrs, ! You know me!” “ Aye, 
I know you, my lad, but the gentleman 
offered five bob more!” 

Allegations of profiteering and unfair 
dealing are being raised by unsatisfied 
seekers. ‘‘ Have the cycle stores got 
hidden stocks?” they ask. “Are 
they putting sold labels on those they 
display and holding them against a 
pfice increase?”’ “ What about the 
hundreds of tyres and tubes which are 
being bought up at high prices by pro- 
vincial dealers? ”’ 

Dublin cycle dealers yesterday 
vigorously denied these allegations.

M- GANDHI looked very happy 
after his interview with Sir 
Stafford Cripps in New Delhi yester- 
day, but the brightness on Mr. 
Gandhi’s face as he emerged from 
Sir Stafford’s drawingroom may not 
necessarily have been due to his re- 
action to the constitutional and 
political. part of his two-hour inter- 
view. 

Sir Stafford and Mr. Gandhi have 
so wide a field of common interest that 
the interview, which was longer than 
any that Sir Stafford has yet had with 
a single ieader, was terminated only 
by the need to: make room for the 
visitors next on the list. As he re- 
turned to Birla House, where he is 
staying, it was noticed that Mr. 
Gandhi wore a look of hushed concen- 
tration, and discouraged with a gesture 
of impatience any attempt to ask him 
questions. 

As he and Sir Stafford came out, 
Mr. Gandhi, seeing the crowd of 
Pressmen remarked: “Look at the 
sharks.” After a panse, he addéd: 
““Í see you like them’’; to which Sir 
Stafford retorted: ' You like them 
more.’ Answering one of the cor- 
respondents, Mr. Gandhi said: “I 
have taken my silence vow.” Asked 
“Did you talk against the war?” 
Mr. Gandhi repeated that he had 
taken a vow of silence. 


PROPOSALS FORECAST 


Reliable forecasts of the proposals 
for India’s future brought by Sir 
Stafford Cripps were stated yesterday 
to include the grant to India of the 
independence enjoyed by the other 
British Dominions, with the right te 
secede from the British Commonwealth. 
After the war, the forecasts said, the 
Provincial Legislatures would hold 
fresh elections, and ther members 
would form a Constituent Assembly. 
which would draw up a Constitution 
for the Federation of India. 

Shoulc the decision of the Assembly 
be not acceptable to any province, the 
principle of self-determination will 
apply, and seceding provinces may set 
up a separate Dominion. 

The Special Committee of Princes 
and Minsters which considered the 
proposals communicated by Sir Stafford 
Cripps will, it is believed, meet him 
to-day or to-morrow. The Moslem 
League Working Committee met early 
yesterday to hear Mr. Jinnah. 

The interview fixed for yesterday 
evening between Sir Stafford and Sir 
Sikandar Hyat Khan, Premier of the 
Punjab. has been postponed.—(Keuter.) 


TO SEE CRIPPS AGAIN 


After discussion at last might’s 
session of the Working Committee of 
the Moslem League it was decided 
that Mr Jinnah should see Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps again.

RAIDS AND PATROLS IN 
LIBYA 


AXIS FORCES BEING 
_ STRENGTHENED 


‘Our patrols have again been active 
in Libya,’ says the British Middle 
East war communiqué. During Wed- 
nesday night pots, were inflicte 
on the enemy in a fortified post at 
Halegh-el-Eleba, betweea Mechile and 
Tmimi, about 40 miles from the nearest 
point in our advance positions. 

“ During an air raid on Tobruk on 
Thursday two German ’planes were 
damaged by our anti-aircraft fire, and 
one of these was later seen to crash 
into the sea. An Italian aircraft was 
shot down by one of our patrols.” 

‘‘In Cyrenaica our bombers raided, 
among other places, the aerodrome of 
Martuba,’’ said the Royal Air Force 
Middle East communique. 

‘‘ During the afternoon of Thursday, 
March 26, the enemy raided Tobruk. 
One Junkers 87 was shot down by anti- 
aircraft fire, the aircraft crashing into 
the sea north of Gazala. An 879 was 
shot down by ‘ground fire in the for- 
ward area. Two of our fighters are 
missing. — (Press Association.) 

CAIRO, Friday.—There is no doubt 
at all that Marshal Rommel, who is 
said to have lost at least half of his 
forces in the recent Libyan campaign, 
is rebuilding those forces, it is stated 
in Cairo. What still remains problema- 
tical is how fast he is succeeding in 
doing this. In: addition to seaborne 
reinforcements, there are also those 
brought by the trans-Mediterranean air 
ferry service supplying his forces. The 
proportion of Itahans to Germans in 
the Axis forces is believed to be the 
same as at the start of the campaign— 
namely, two Italians to one German. 
“The existence of the “ Long-Range 
Desert Group,’ a __ self-contained 
motorised patrol, which has been 
operating miles across the desert be- 
hind the Axis lines, may now be dis- 
closed. One of this group’s most out- 
standing exploits was a raid on Sirte 
aerodrome, some weeks ago, when 37 
Axis ’planes were destroyed and 15 
damaged.— (Reuter.)

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Smm,—According to Press reports, 
all private motor cars are to be for- 
bidden to use the roads after May Ist, 
with certain professional exceptions. 

I am venturing to suggest that this 
as a very arbitrary and unfair decision. 

We are told that the reason for this 
Order is to stop transactions on the 
Black Market — whatever that may 
mean. Among the mass of private 
motorists, if would be interest to 
know what percentage have n 
accustomed to augment their supply by 
this means. Personally, if I was so 
minded, I have no idea how I should 
set, about getting any more than my 
rationed allowance, and I am sure 90 
per cent. of private motorists would be 
équally ignorant. Why, therefore, 
should so many be penalised for so 
few? 

But of the above 90 per cent. there 
must be many who have licensed their 
cars for the whole of the current year, 
partly in order to keep the road men 
employed, and have denied themselves 
much mileage during the past months 
in order to put by, perhaps, two or 
three\ gallons a month against a rainy 
day dut of their legally — petrol 
allowance, and it seems grossly unfair 
that such thrifty people ait not, be 
allowed to use she t they have saved 
until this amount is automatically 
ex agg 

n my own case, as in many others 
this saved petrol ‘would cal: ba wand 
to connect up our homes with the 
nearest ‘bus or train service. 

Elderly people cannot walk miles .on 
a wet day, loaded up. with parcels, 
to and from their nearest public con- 
veyance, and their own motor car is 
the only conveyance they have to 
achieve this end. 

I hope these points may be at least 
considered by the authorities before 
arriving at a definite decision.—Yours,

HE arrival of Sacheverell Sitwell’s 
‘‘Primitive Scenes and Festivals” 
filled me at once with delight 

and apprehension; delight because i 
knew how pleasant it would be to read, 
and apprehension because I knew how 
difficult it would be to review. What 
can one say about such a book? To 
summarise it would be impossible; to 
criticise it presumptuous; to ignore it 
unthinkable. 

The subject-matter is so extensive 
and the style so condensed that even 
after a second reading one seems to 
have touched only the fringe of the 
matter. With this, as with all of 
Sacheverell Sitwell’s books, I get the 
feeling that if I hid it away on a back 
shelf and re-read it every few months 
I should ‘find something more to think 
about every time. 


So far I have not said what the book 
is about. Essentially it is a series of 
exquisite little word-pictures of primi- 
tive rites and ceremonies. The author 
takes us with him into the past, to 


Stonehenge, to Avebury, to Fire 
historic Irelend rther afield to 
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The picture could not be any more 
vivid if it were to happen before one’s 
eyes in the cinema; indeed, in some 

uliar manner it all seems to be 
amiliar, and I found myself wonder- 
ing, like J. B. Priestley, whether I 
had been here before,

Mr. Sitwell does not attempt any j 


Freudian explanation of these rites and 
ceremonies ; he is content to describe. 

The book is plentifully illustrated 
with the most hetefagenous collection 
of illustrations imaginable; all are per- 
fectly reproduced, all depend in some 
way or another upon the text, and the 
subjects vary from a photograph of the 
Lion Gate at Mycens to a painting by 
Ludlow of five Blondinettes. ‘The 
book has 283 pages of wonderful pre- 
war paper, beautifully printed, and the 
binding would do credit to any pub- 
lisher. There is a full index and the 
system of marking the top of each 
page with a heading which gives an 
indication of what is to be found in 
the page makes matters very much 
simpler for anybody seeking qvotations 
or references.
